In  a balance  scale  a poor 
quarter  without  arrows  of  this  date  would  weigh  more  than  a 
new  or  uncirculated  one  of  1854  or  following  dates.  Another 
test:  they  are  always  struck  over  a ’52,  the  curl  of  the  2 show- 
ing below  upper  knob  of  the  3.
